I hope all 
students had an enjoyable and restful 
break. We are looking forward to 
our return to a more ‘regular’ term 
of face-to-face learning! Having 
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said that, the faculty is currently 
reviewing some of our practices 

and hoping to incorporate the use of 
platforms such as Google Classroom 
into our regular systems. 


It is a busy term for all of our 
students. Year 12 are currently 
sitting their Trial HSC exams, 
which has provided them with a 
valuable opportunity to reflect on 
their knowledge to date and have a 
practice run before the real exams 
in October. Our Year 12 students 
are to be commended on their 
overall resilience and adaptability 
in such an uncertain time, and their 
focus and determination to succeed 
will hopefully yield some positive 
results. 


Year 11 students are studying their 
final module as they work towards 
finishing the Year 11 course this 
term, with Standard students 
studying the poetry of Wilfred 
Owen and Advanced students 
studying William Shakespeare’s 
King Lear. Our English Studies 
class are beginning their unit on 
The Big Screen, which 1s focused 
on studying films from a variety of 
directors and genres. 


Year 10 have made their course 
selections for 2021 and the English 
faculty has spent time discussing 
the options for all students in senior 
English, which include both ATAR 
and non-ATAR pathways. I strongly 
encourage students to seek out 
guidance regarding this important 
choice if they have any questions 
or concerns. This support regarding 
course selection will continue in 
Term 3 and students will have the 
opportunity for a ‘taste’ of their 
courses in Term 4. 


It is also busy 1n our junior classes. 
Year 7 have begun a novel study and 
Year 8 are beginning an introductory 
unit on Shakespeare. Year 9 are 
studying Australian identity, 
combining the study of a selection 
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of short texts with a novel. We hope 
that students find this an engaging 
term of learning in the English 
faculty.

During Term 3, the Learning 
Support Team are involved ina 
range of activities designed to 
identify the support that students 
will require during Semester 2, 
and also in beginning preparations 
for 2021. Using the Department of 
Education’s Literacy and Numeracy 
Progressions, there will be a 
greater focus in tracking student 
development in these areas, and 
working with the rest of the school 


community to support student 
achievement. 


Term 3 began with the completion 
of the NCCD, an annual survey that 
all schools complete to indicate the 
level and types of support given 

to students. If you wish to know 
more about the NCCD, please go to 
https://www.nccd.edu.au/. Term 3 
will also see the continuation of the 
Minimum Standards testing, with 
students in Years 10 and 11 sitting 
a series of tests in Reading, Writing 
and Numeracy. These tests were 
introduced in 2018, and students 
are required to achieve a Level 3 

or Level 4 in each test in order to 
receive their HSC. Students can 
begin attempting the tests once they 
are in Year 10 and can continue 
sitting the tests multiple times 

until they successfully complete it. 
Once a student achieves a Level 3 
or 4 in each test, they do not need 
to attempt the test again. More

Welcome back to Term 3! It’s been 
great to have all of our students back 
in class learning. 


Year 7 students are studying Angle 
Relationships, Probability, and 
Equations as their focus units this 
term. There are many geometry 
terms in the Angle Relationships 
unit of work. Students are strongly 
advised to review these terminology 
regularly. For example, students 
often mix up complementary 

angles and supplementary angles. 
Complementary angles are a pair 
of angles add up to 90 degrees, and 
supplementary angles are a pair 

of angles add up to 180 degrees. 

I often tell my students that the 
word complementary starts with the 
letter C, where C is for corner as 

90 degrees angle has a corner, and 
the word supplementary starts with 
the letter S, where S 1s for straight 
as 180 degrees angle is a straight 
line. Another strategy 1s knowing 

C comes before S in alphabetical 
order, and 90 degrees is smaller than 
180 degrees. 


Year 8 students are studying Ratios 
and Rates, Linear Relationships, and 
Angles and Properties of Geometric 
Figures as their focus units this term. 
Ratios and Rates are a great topic 
where parents can model to students 
the applications of mathematics. 


You can generate a discussion 

about ratios with cooking and home 
renovation. For example, if a recipe 
for baking 24 biscuits is given, and 
you wanted to make a larger batch, 
you can use your understanding of 
ratios to scale the batch to make 

the number of biscuits you wanted 
to cook. Driving and shopping are 
great for rates discussions. For 
example, the petrol price is always 
displayed as cents per litre, ask your 
son how much it would cost you 

to fill up your car 1f you know the 
capacity of the petrol tank. If you 
don’t know the capacity of your 
petrol tank, you can work backwards 
using how much you have paid 
altogether for the petrol. 


Year 9 students, depending on which 
pathway they are taking they study 
different units of work. Some of the 
common components of this term 
includes Indices, Probability, and 
Single Variable Data. Today’s world 
is driven by data, it 1s crucial that 
students understand the language of 
data and how to use it. Media uses 
data regularly, so why not discuss 
with your son their opinion on the 
data used in sports? 


Year 10 students, similar to Year 

9 students also undertake different 
pathways, this helps them prepare 
them for the different senior courses. 
One of the common components 

of this term is investigating non- 
linear relationships and their graphs. 
Sketching graphs with and without 
technology is a foundation skill 
required for their Year 11 and 12 
courses. For example, exponential 
functions are used to model interest 
growth. 


Year 11 students are working hard 
this term to complete their Year 

11 studies before embarking on 
their learning journey of a Year 

12 student starting the first day of 
Term 4. Their Yearly Examination is 
towards the end of Term 3. Students 


are encouraged to start reviewing all the work they have covered since the 
beginning of this year and seek their teacher for help if required. 


Year 12 students have completed their Trial HSC Examinations and they are 
finalising their HSC courses. They are working closely with their teachers 
to review both Year 11 and Year 12 course content for their last leg of race 
before the commencement of the HSC examination. 


Mathematics Competitions 


¢ 2020 Australian Mathematics Competition was held on Thursday 
30" of July. It is a shame that many of our students missed out on 
registering for this competition this year due to COVID19. They are 
encouraged to participate in the 2021 Australian Mathematics Competition. 


¢ 2020 APSMO Mathematics Olympiad had the first 3 rounds of 
competition in Term 2 and will be having the last 2 rounds of competition 
this term on the 5" of August and 16" of September in class for Year 7 and 8 
selective classes. 


We are very pleased to see our students’ value different enrichment 
opportunities. Students can sharpen their critical and creative thinking skills 
through these competitions.

2 Student Code of Conduct 


The following Code of Conduct sets out acceptable standards of behaviour for students 
travelling on school buses and regular route buses. 


Students are expected to follow these rules for the safety and comfort of all passengers, 
including themselves. If the rules are not followed, it may lead to the withdrawal of travel passes 
for subsidised travel, banning students from travelling on buses, and even police prosecution 
and court action. 





e Use appropriate language not offensive or racist language 

e Fighting, spitting, feet on seats, throwing things in or from the bus is not permitted 

e No eating or drinking (other than water} — unless for medical reasons or the bus operator gives written 
permission. 

e Offer seats to aduits including people with a disability, elderly or expectant mothers 

e Donot push or shove other people 

e [Do not bully or harass other passengers or the driver 

e Avoid attracting the attention of the driver except in the case of emergency 

e Donot play music at such volume that it may distract the bus driver or other passengers 


e Obey reasonabie directions from the driver (e.g. where to sit or to remain in the bus) 

e Remain in your seat ~ do not move around the bus unnecessarily 

e  I(fstanding, remain behind the front passenger seat and keep a secure hand hold at all times 
e Keep bags and other items clear of the aisie 

e Do not allow any part of your body to protrude oui of the bus at any time 

e Wait for ihe bus in a quiet and orderly manner — including at bus interchanges 

e Stand away from the roadside until the bus comes to a complete stop 

e Allow other passengers to leave the bus before stepping onto the bus in a single line 

e Wait until the bus stops before moving to get off the bus at your designated stop 

e Wait until the bus leaves the stop and you have clear vision before crossing the road 

e Cross the road where and when it’s safe to do so, use crossings/traffic lights where available 


Legal considerations on buses: 


e Wear the seat belt properly adjusted and fastened, if one is available 

e Obey the law that bans smoking on buses 

e Ensure that buses are not vandalised — report any damage, e.g. graffiti and window etching, to the driver 
e Do not interfere with bus property, equipment and signage 

e Do not leave rubbish on the bus, or at bus stops or interchanges 


Using bus passes: 


e Show travel passes or tickets to the driver on boarding and to Authorised Revenue Protection Officers, NSW 
Police Officers or bus company representative when requested 

e Use the travel pass only for its intended purpose — do not Jend your pass to other students or borrow a pass 
from them 

e Swipe or ‘dip’ passes in ticket readers if available when boarding
